‘The nearer the vexed question as to 
the owne of the island of San Juao 
spproaches a solution the greater will be 
the public interest io. refereace thereto. 
The whole question, as viewed by both 
the Governments of Eugleod and tbe 
United Stetes, is now in the ands of the 
Emperor of Germany, to whom bas been 
referred the question for final adjustment. 
If we were torgredit-ell we bear and reed 
aboat the matter from American soarces, 
we shoald cosclude that England does not 
stand the most remotechance of geiting 
it—tbet ber claim ja.really not. worib the 
paper itis written apon, and that the 
Emperor William hes already intimated 
0, certain» “ distingaished Americans, » 
“who have been honored by a personal in- 
terview with the old gentleman, that it 
was his inténtion'to0 give the island 
to Uucle Sam. Those who koow the 
innate propensity’of oar American consins 
to bluster and brag, will pay but little 
attention toygueh stories--it pleases them 
and dou’t hurt anybody else; so ‘they 
are welconjp to indulge their gusconading 
proclivitieswhile the British are quietly 
abiding thé issue, satisfied that they have 
a righteous cagse, aud hence confident of 
success. Were we to write columns on 
the sal ject, we could not unfold a new 
idea in reference to the questionpiuasmuch 
as iv has been, daring the past twelve or 
thirteen years, examined and discussed 
by both parties in every conceivable shape 
that nativnal and intetlectual ingenuity 
could suggrst, and for that reason we
